signing the roll of deputies.

Wage Increases 


Trivial: C.S.A. 


“ Trivial”’ is the adjective applied 
by the Civil Service Alliance to the 
salary increases recently granted 
civil servants. In a statement the 
Council says :— 

“On the general question of the 
ultimate decisions of the Govern- 
ment, it is of interest to note that 
the increases afforded are trivial in 
comparison with the already 
sustained by civil servants through 
the stabilisation of the bonus. For 
instance, a married officer on a basic 
salary of £3 per week is at a loss 
52s. 7d. per week, whereas he has 
been compensated to the extent of 
G@uly 7s. per week” This loss is 
accentuated throughout the gc:cval 


scales of salary to a point where 
an officer in receipt of per week 
lies to the loss of 43s. 4d. per week. 


The Alliance feels that any judg- 
ment of the- p is must be 
measured in the light of the appre- 
ciable losses already suffered by all 
classes of civil servants.”’
